At the end of subtitle D of title II, add the fol-

lowing:
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2 . SENSE OF CONGRESS ON THE ARMY ARTIFICIAL
INTELLIGENCE INTEGRATION CENTER.
It is the sense of Congress that—

(1) the Army Artificial Intelligence Integration
Center has proven effective at accelerating the de-
ployment of cutting edge capabilities by integrating
research and education across multiple functions and
personnel levels and facilitating close collaboration
with leading universities and both traditional and
non-traditional firms;

(2) Congress and the Department of Defense
should continue to pursue the efforts deseribed in
paragraph (1) as part of the modernization strategy
of the Army; and

(3) Congress encourages the Army to continue
to scale up those efforts.
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
